TRY TO DODGE PUBLICITY 


"While business conditions Is alway 


.a difficult topic for .government off! 
cials to discuss over their own sig 
natures without being suspected o 
trying to affect favorably or adversel: 
the fortunes _of the party'in power 
there is on the, other hand a readi 
ness -to, talk freely^•when^the offl 
cials know they are not to be quote* 
and "flung into controversy. _ In a nut_ 
shell- th"e concensus-of~'opinion here 
is that business conditions which have 
been none -too good in the' first six 
months of the' year in some lines wil 
continue-to. Improve in -the last si: 
months of the" year and that-the peri 
cd through'which the-country has 
passed is "one of those recuperative 
stages which means healthier and 
steadier progress in the end. .. 


Government, officials realize tha 


business men are concerned with all 
fluctuations but they do not foresee 
any major declines, in fact, they ar 
gue that the easy money situation 
proves that major' declines canno 
come while the United States keeps 
on developing new markets for its 
surpluses and internally improves its 
methods, of manufacture and dlstribu 
tion for the home market. Business 
| efficiency has made it possible in ma 
I n y lines for large profits to be obtain 
PSd and it is significant that the income 
'-tax experts are not talking of anj 


decline in revenues but are merelj 
crying out against possible over ex 
penditure by congress. They know 
that the tax rates when reduced wil 
continue to be productive. 


PEAK RADICALISM 


Basically the thing which business 


most fears is an era of radicalism aw 
uncertainty with respect to the tise 
of the regulatory power. But while 
congress may pass a number of reso- 
lutions of Investigation, it is not ai 
the moment likely that any radlca 
changes in the-attitude of the gov 
eminent toward . business' can come 
out of a congress which is composed 
of so many conservatives in the Ke- 
publican as well as Democratic par- 
ties. The margin of safety for ad 
ministration measures may be smal 
but the veto power is Just as strong 
as it ever was and there is no two 
thirds in congress ready to upset bus 
incss by fantastic legislation. 


So whether the next president is 


another Republican or another Dem 
ocrat. the answer to the fears of un 
certainty must be sought In congrcss 
Thc mood of the country on radical- 
ism manifested itself last autumn In 
the election of more conservatives 
than radticals—that is why govern- 
ment officials while expecting a good 
deal of conversation about business 
regulation do not look for anything 
really disturbing.

A. degree at Fordhan 
University. Then he joined the 
York Giants and played with thn 
team two years, after which he enter 
ed business. He 
used part of hi 


earnings to btudy 'law at Fordham 
which he kept up until tho outbieal 
of the war. 


He. enrolled In the Xaval Reserv< 


Force In 1917 and 
went 
to 
th< 


ground school for aviation at Bostoi 
Tech, after which he received fligh 
training at Bay Shore. Long Islani 
and Fensacola, winding up as an in 
structor at the Florida field. 


He came in 1923 to the Anacostlc 


station in the district of Columbia, t< 
which he has 
been attached eve 


since, going ahead, meanwhile, witl 
his law studies at Georgetown Uni 
versity, where he received an L. B 
degree in 1925. He is now a membe 
' of the Xew York state bar. 


Williams started racing 
in 1922 


when he was a member of the Navj 
team in the -International Air Race; 
at Detroit. A year later, in Octobe: 
1923, he won the Pulitzer Trophy in 
the International Races at St. Louis 
establishing a world's record,

done annually by travel agencies in all 
large cities. 


Less than a generation'ago it was only

his stuff iu his $2.95 cotton bathing suit, 
and conic back with as good a coat of tan 
as his boss, who spent $500 for his two 
weeks. 


The younger generation takes the an- 


nual vacation as much for granted as 
Christmas Day off and chicken and ice 
cream on Sunday. 


The older generation, especially the 


women of that generation, are apt to look 
upon this annual trekking with scorn and 
derision. They have words to say about 
such extravagance, and they recall that 
"when I was a girl" money wasn't spent 
like that. 


But "when I was a girl'' anyone and ev- 


eryone, from those in the high places to 
those in the seats of the lowly, had the 
joys of a natural world about them. They 
had the rose of sunrise and the gold of 
sunset. They had cool waters in which to 
swim and fish and paddle. They had mel- 
low golden moons and the fragrance of 
summer clover all about. 'They had the 
breezes of open country, country lush and 
green and ripe with growing things. They 
had the stillness of nights in a world 
where the wheels and furnaces of com- 
merce were not known. 


The people of a generation ago "did not 


need two weeks a year in which to re- 
member that man was not born to smell 
smoke-laden air and listen to the whir-

ring grinding wheels of industry the year 
round. 


Vacations have become the great na- 


tional venture that they are today, -not 
because we are a richer Nation, not be- 
cause of a more inflated standard of liv- 
ing, but because we have gone from an 
agricultural world into an industrial one, 
from a natural life into an unnatural one, 
and we cannot stand the gaff without at 
least a little breathing spell in which to 
return to the earth that alone enables 
'human-beings to live.

CRIME IN NEW YORK 


A large surety company declares that 


crime has lessened in New York. 
The 


crime wave there, according to this com- 
pany, has decreased twenty-four per cent 
in one year, the number of the company's 
losses during the twelve months preced- 
ing June 30 having been reduced that 
much.

Throughout the three reasons given by 


this surety company executive

thought runs, that of firmness. First, firm- 
ness on the part of the legislature in pro- 
viding severe laws for the punishment of 
habitual crime; second, firmness on the 
part of the courts in enforcing the pro- 
visions of these laws when prisoners arc 
convicted; and third, firmness on the part 
of the public to withstand a tendency to- 
ward unwarranted sympathy with the 
lawbreaker. 


Thus we see that there is only one prov- 


en way of reducing crime, and that is to 
be strong in dealing with it. By sitting 
idly by and not providing proper Jaws to 
control crime, by encouraging courts that 
are too lenient in their treatment of the 
convicted criminal and by extending un- 
thinking sympathy to these criminals," the 
public docs much to bring upon itself the 
losses and terror of violent hwbrcaking.

dangers to be guarded against in any fast of more 
than 48 hours. If you assumed that acid foods have 
anything to do -with acidosis you erred. The acid 
fruits, for instance, tend to oppose acidosis.

"We arc now spending $50.000,000 


per annum upon the improvement of 
our rivers and harbors. For the past 
four years we have been spending 
$10,000,000 a year additional for flood 
protection upon the lower Mississippi. 
Increased appropriations for the en- 
larged program for flood control must 
be provided to eliminate future dis- 
astrous floods which have for years 
been devastating the rich and fertile 
areas traversed by the Mississippi, 
Ohio, Tennessee. Cumberland, Illinois, 
Missouri, Arkansas and other rivers. 


The tentative suggestions of the as- 


sociation will be prefectcd and agreed 
upon and: advocated in resolutions to 
be adopted by the annual convention 
in St. Louis, 2Jov~. 14 and 15, the report

"Patrons of the public trans- 
portation systems instead of being re- 
warded for making the most economic 
use of street space are being penalized 
by most of the traffic regulations that 
have been established." 


Mr. Hedges called attention to the 


increasing toll of street accidents and 
recommended the appointment of a 
committee to develop a plan to arouse 
a militant public opinion again&t the 
reckless automobile drivers. 


"More people are killed and maimed 


in street accidents than in our former 
insane fourth of July celebrations' 
said Hedges.

In a short talk at each meeting Mr.

He describd his fforts 


o obtain an expert culler of chickens 
rom the agricultural department and 
-aid that he rcgreted the fact that 
mcst farmers were busy cutting and 
drawing in grain at the time of the 
present demonstrations. 


"Culling is only one part of the 


chicken-raising industry," said Mr. 
Cole. 
"Others and more .important 


are the selection of a breed of chick- 
ens and proper feeding and care af- 
er the selection 
of a 
satisfactory 


breed and strain is made. Tou have 
;ood farms in this vicinity, modern 
barns and fine farm equipment. Tou 
also have fine herds of dairy cattle 
and the cows are doing well because 
vou have good breeds, care for your 
cows and like them. But there are 
no coops for your chickens on a num- 
ber of farms. Tou let your chickens 
roost where they can, hunt their feed 
and you do not like them. 
Under 


tbese conditions your chickens do not 
do much for you in the production of 
eggs. 


MUST LIKE POULTRY 


"One man said this morning that 


ie hated chickens, and was intending 
to get rid of his flock and buj 
his 


eggs. At the same time, a •woman re- 
jorted that last season she made more 
money from iS3 hens the past year, 


i her husband made from ten cows. 


!t was also reported, that a chicken 
fancier not far from here got 15,560 
eggs from his flock of 125 cttickens in 
six months time. Both of these poul- 
try people liked their birds, and took 
care of them and the birds responded 
with quantities of eg?-j. 


"When you go into the dairy busi- 


ness, you pick out the best cows you 
can afford to buy. You do the sam« 
tiling when you start raising horses. 


:ut when you start in the 
poultry 


msiness, you buy any kind of chicken, 
often for the reason that you do not 
know the best breed. There really is 
no best breed. The thing to do is to 
pick out the breed that meets your 
jurpose and that you like the best. 
If you are intending to select a breed, 
nspect the flocks of poultry men. lis- 
ten to what they have to say end de- 
cide afterwar-'s. 


"Chickens that make their own liv- 


ing in pig pens behind cows and horses 
and are not properly fed and cared for, 
lay no eggs except a few in the spring. 


HATCH ABOUT MARCH 1 


"Large types of chicken should be 


hatched about March 1. and larger 
kinds not later than May 1. Later 
matchings will not begin laying till 
the spring following sjnd will be ex- 
pensive in the meantime •while early 
hatchings will begin laying in October 
and lay through the winter when the 
price of eggs is high. 


"Chicken* shed considerable mois- 


ture and for this reason it is impera- 
tive to keep coop« well ventilated and 
dry. If the coops arc poorly ventilat- 
ed and damp, tho chickens will be sub- 
ject to every kind of disease and will 
not be fit for egg production.

Inside. Grubs from these eggs devour 
internal organs of the borer, each grub 
finally changing into a winged insect 
like its parent, to startthe process all 
over again. 


The fly lays Its eggs on the skin of 


the borer to produce maggots which 
bore into the living bodies of their 
host and feed upon" its vitals. They, 
likewise, turn into flics, whose busi- 
ness it is to lay more eggs on other 
borers. 


"It is too soon to determine." en- 


tomologists say. "how effective these 
imported parasites will be 
in 
this 


country. They are absolutely and en- 
tirely harmless to everything else^but 
it is not known they will thrive in 
our climate. Besides, these 
natural 


enemies of the borer have enemies 
of their own. and they must be intro- 
duced without simultaneous introduc-. 
tion of these latter parasites. 


"It must be remembered that even 


in its native home a parasite seldom 
keeps Its host in complete subjection. 
We may. therefore hope for but partial 
control, even if present experiments 
are successful. It may be 15 or 20 
years before they become a material 
aid."

Mr. Chapman 
said that rust on gr.Jn is uuut.lly caus- 
ed by,a d flclcncy of poUu.li in the 
soil. Potash used as a fertilizer on 
oats will usually prevent rust and turn 
growing oats to a golden yellow. 


According to Professor 
Chapman, 


fungus and molds are produced in the 
soils about Shiocton by straw in fresh 
barnyard manure' that has not suf- 
ficiently rotted before bcir 5 applied as 
:i fertilizer. The Jungus and molds 
feed on the nitrogen in manure and 
soil exhaust the supply. 
To guard 


against this kind of fertilizer, deletion 
of soil, m -nure should not b applied 
too early as direct from the stables but 
should be given time to rot in heaps 
but not time to leach or lose valuable 
fertilizing elements by evaporation.

He predicted that there 
would be 5,364,000 cases of peas pro- 
duced and canned in Wisconsin this 
year, this being only 58 per cent of 
the production last year. 


The United States production, he 


said, has likewise been reduced to 70 ' 
per cent of last year's total, or 12.- 
438,000 cases. 


Mr. Ebling said that he was releas- 


ing these figures to conteract reports 
circulated by representatives of chain 
stores and others which had alarmed 
canners. These reports he said, had. 
been thar there would be further in- 
creased production instead • of v the 
drastic cut which his figures revealed.
